and hogs are slaughtered at the farm 
and sold to the prison at less price 
than the packiug houses furnish othei 
state institutions similarly situated 
The meats, vegetables and other prod 
nets are served fresh, and are alto 
gether more wholesome and palatabU 
than from the packers - cold storage 
The better health of the prison popu 
latlon resulting is within itself a large 
asset. 

• "The farm, on account of its prox 
itulty to the prison and Its splendid 
isolation, is ideally located. There arc 
on the farm inexhaustible ledges ol 
limestone, and within a few n et of a 
railroad and the Kentucky river. A 
rock crusher of suBicient capacity at 
this point, operated by prison labor, 
eould easily supply a large demand for 
road material throughout the state. 

"The railroad and river facilities for 
shipment should insure reasonable 
transportation rate*.
